Progression 

With such a corps of workers 
as we have, the work in West 
Virginia shall know no defeat. 
While the Lord has been bless- 
ing us in the past we must not 
run on past experience. The 
Lord spoke to the children of 
Israel out of Mount Horeb, say- 
ing, “Ye have dwelt long enough 
in this mount: Turn you, and 
take your journey.” If this mes- 
sage was ‘good for the children 
of Israel, it is good for us at 
this time. They indeed had a 
good place to stay at Horeb, 
but it was time for them to 
move on, and survey all of their 
possessions. We have been en- 
joying the blessings of the Lord 
to a very great extent, but there 
are richer, better, deeper things 
ahead for the children of God. 

In practically every organiza- 
tion, there are two elements. 
One of these is the conserva- 
tive, and the otheris the pro- 
gressive. In some organizations 
there is a third element known 
as radicals. The conservatives 
are a class that wish to stick 
close to the customs and usages 
of their forefathers. They are 
against progressive measures, 
hut wish to keep their subjects 
tied down to what they call 
conservative laws and usages. 

The “radicals,” are on the ex- 
treme in. opposition to the con- 
servatives. While their motives 
may at many times be real 
good, they go at it in the wrong 
way. Men of this type will never 
be successful in the Christian 
warfare. We should be_ real 
“Progressive Christians,’ but 
not “Radicals.” Progressiveism, 
and Radicalism are not equiva- 
lent, neither can all “Progres- 
sives,” be classed as “Radicals.” 
There has never been a’ more 
progressive set of men than 
those of the Bible, and yet they 
can not be classed with “Modern 
Radicals.” 

The Science of Evolution tells” 
us of an age when all living 
things were invertebrates, that 
is they had no spinal column. 
Many of them were incased in 
an armour while somé of them 
were a mere “jelly like” sub- 
stance. I do not know that this 
is true, but it is a fact that this 
kind of organism is existing to- 
day, in the form of oysters, 
clams, cuttle fish and many 
creeping things upon the earth. 
They are very slow and awkard 
in their movements, and very 
well represent the ‘“Conserva- 
tive”’ “Reactionary,” or “Stand- 
patter,” type of Christians. 

Another class of animals are 
the vertebrates. These are they 
which have a spinal column, or 
back bone. They are very 
swift and always on the alert, 
and are able by their speed to 
over come the invertebrates, in 
every battle. They very well 
represent the progressive Chris- 
tian, for if we are to be progres- 
sive in Christianity, we must be 
men and women of backbone. 

The Church of God is not to 
be evangelical only, but it must 
be evangelistic. The Evangeli- 
cal Church, was founded among 
the Germans in Pennsylvania in 
1807, by Jacob Albright. For 
years it would not accept any 
ag members, except Germans or 
those of German descent. 
Should we be satisfied with a 
few of our own county, state, or 
nation when there are millions 
across the sea who need to 
know the Christ as we know 
Him? I fancy I can hear’ the 
sound of many voices saying 
“No! No! No!” The cry of the 
Rvangelical Church is “Hold the 
fort.” but the slogan of the 
Church of God, as ay evangelis- 
tie church, is, “Charge upon the 
enemy and take new territory 
for our God.” 

We have made excellent pro- 
eress in the past, but we can 
not be content to stay here. We 
must press the battle harder 
than ever before and place the 
Ceorcia people as possible to 
take advantage of these meet- 


territory. The spirit of progres- 
sion is so upon us now that we 
can hardly wait until this con- 
vention is over, to get on the 
field again. 
A Spirit of Neutrality Needed 

If there has ever been a time 
that the ministry needed a 
spirit of genuine neutrality on 
some lines, I believe this is the 
time. I do not mean that we 
should compromise with the 
devil on any point, but we must 
show some wisdom in the way 
we attack him. I wish,to men- 
tion a few things in which we 
as ministers and laymen of the 
Church of God should be neuv- 
tral. 

1st. Politics—Many Chris- 
tians, some of our members, and 
occasionally a minister, have 
placed themselves in an em- 
barassing position by taking an 
active part in political cam- 
paigns. A minister should not 
only be able to help one partic- 
ular party or class, but should 
so conduct himself that he can 
be a benefit to all. A preacher 
in politics cannot hope to be an 
efficient soul winner. If he 
works for the Republican party, 
he will incur the disapproval 
and dislike of Democrats, or if 
he works for the Democrats he 
will invite the displeasure of the 
Republicans. Either of the pre- 
ceding will cause a man to lose 
his influence. The one _ safe 
course is to stay out of politics. 
If you feel that you should vote, 
vote your sentiment and allow 
the fellow the same privilege 
without trying to influence him. 

2nd Secret Orders.—It is not 
necessary for me or any other 
man to set a rule on the ques- 
tion of secret orders-as_ the 
Church decided several years 
ago to not take members who 
were affiliated with them. No 
special organizations were 
named as the name, “Secret 
Orders,” covers them all. The 
minister who would specify cer- 
tain ones or make discrimina- 
tion between them, would not 


'be acting with wisdom. 


We should be able to show the 
people something better than 
that which they have, and then 
it will be no trouble for them to 
lay it down. Some people have 
brought trouble upon them- 
selves by openly condemning 
things they knew nothing of. 
Let us be careful along this line. 
that our good will not be evil 
spoken of, 

The Constitution 


It seems that it again  be- 
comes necessary for us to men- 
tion the constitution. I do not 
understand why it ‘s the center 
of attraction, and has been 
ridiculed so much iinless that it 
is because of the benefit that it 
is'to us as members of the 
Church. 

Now every LIVING thing up- 
on the earth, which has a sys- 
tem of rules and_ principles 
working mutually, has a consti- 
tution. If these parts all func- 
tion in their respective places, 
then it is a good constitution. 
Every man has a constitution 
if he is living, and if each part 
of his body is working, it is 
considered that he has a good 
constitution. 

TheChurch of God is a living 
organization and has always 
had a constitution. It has its 
laws, and rules arranged in sys- 
tem. While many have the idea 
that the constitution of the 
Church of God is 2 creed or 
written article of doctrine, they 
will find it to’ be a_ mistake. 
There is not a place in it that 
specifies any doctrine to 
taught, other than the new 
Testament as internreted by its 
officials. It is merely a written 


the Church. The only difference 
now and before we had this 
written document is. that while 
we had the constitution before 
we have now had a photograph 
made of it so that we can show 
the other fellow that it is what 
we stand for. 

Some claim that it hes 
brought us into bondage, but it 
has never bothered me. It is 
the same as before the photo- 
eranh was mode Teams synre 
that there are none at-this con- 
vention who feel hon on ac- 
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we can turn and look at 
‘constitution, and see that it is 
stil strong and healthy, and 
‘there is no sign of death as 
long as we have a good strong 
constitution. Its picture is a 
ready reminder of its strength. 
{am sure that all who want to 
do the right, are not in any way 
bound by the constitution, Ali 
of you who attended the assem- 
bly of 1921, will doubtless re- 
member the way the Spirit wit- 
nessed its adoption, and how it 
seemed good to the Holy Ghost, 
and to us. 

The West Virginia Orphanage 

I do not think it well for me 
to close this address without 
mentioning something about the 
orphanage work. 

In general the work of provid- 
ing for the orphans has_ been 
progressing nicely. The houses 
provided have been fixed for the 
convenience of the little  fel- 
lows and as the Lord moved 
upon the hearts of the people to 


help by sending in money for 
the purpose, they have been 
well provided for. Yet the 


state of West Virginia has been 
somewhat behind in this. 

At our last General Assem- 
bly, the ministers of West Vir- 
ginia, came together and de- 
cided that we would own a 
home at Cleveland as a memo- 
vial of our state. The price to 
be paid was approximately $3,- 
200.00, and you will possibly be 
surprised when I tell you that 
we have only paid about $300.- 
06. This will just a little more 
than pay the interest. 

I know that this has been a 
lard year but we must do some- 
thing to relieve the situation. 
This convention must . offer 
some plan for raising this money 
cr the state of West Virginia 
will fail to meet its obligation. 
Shall we see our state go down 
in defeat? No! No! No! We 
must rally to the front cn this 
important step that we have 


taken. We are expectir= the 
committee on orphanag. work 
{to offer something for yo. > con- 
sideration as a solution cf this 
problem. 
Missions 


Jn conclusion I will mention 
the missionary work cf the 
church. J can think of no more 
interesting Avork of the Church 
than the missionary work. 
That the Church of God may 
spread its doctrine to the utter- 
most parts of the earth, and a 
means whereby it may be ac- 
complished, is of great concern 
to me, and should be to the 
Church in general. The com- 
| mission that Christ gave His 
| apostles was to take this gos- 
pel to the uttermost parts of 
ithe earth. There is now a cry 
lfor men of wisdom and power 
with God, to go into the foreign 
fields, as well as for money te 
support them. 

Not oniy In the foreign fields 
lare missionaries needed, but 
right here in America many 
could be used if we had a way 
to support them. The Church 
has been laying almost quiet 
{on the subject of Home Mis- 
sions, and yet there has never 
; been a time that the Church of 


| Soe needed funds to help min- 
isters in non-supporting fields 
las it has this year. Let us push 
| harder another year than we 
have in the past, that we may 











see a church established in 
every city in the state. 
This year has been one of 


success for the Church but if

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Genuine Shouting 
Edifies Others 





I Know of Nothing That Makes Me Feel Better 
Than to See a Real Christian Shout. I Once 
Was Bothered Over Shouting But I am 
Settled At Last

A.few years after receiving 
the Holy Ghost I began seeing | 
some pecple who claimed _ to 
to have the b.essing, and would 
shout in eve.y service—shout 
so much till the preacher could 
not hardly preach. I began see- 
ing also tiat their lives were not 
just what they ought to be, and 
I began to wonder about the 
matter. 

At last I decided the mis- 
take was in myself and that I 
had not received the Holy Ghost 
and was about ready to give 
up the profession. But I could 
not hardly decide to do so, So, I 
watched one man shout until 
his clothes would be wet with 
perspiration and I told him one 
night that I would give a thous- 
and dollars if I felt like that. In 
a few months he LEFT that 
place with a sixty-dollar store 
account unpaid, and they never 
could get him to pay it, 

I felt like stopping sure 
enough but kept pressing on. 
Soon I noticed many others do- 
ing just as bad; and they were 
the ones who did most of the 
shouting. But I notice when 
those shouted who had been liv- 
ing right it made everybody feel 
good; and those who were not, 
the people would drop their 
heads. So, I began to search the 
Bible and found where it said, 
“Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of heaven; but he 
that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven.” 
(Matt. 7:21.) 

Therefore, dear ones we are 
not heard for our much speak- 
ing and loud crying. Now don’t 
understand me to be against 
shouting; for 1 know of nothing 
that makes me feel better than 
to see somebody who is living 
right shout. But listen: If we ac- 
cept Luke 9:23, and obey it we 
wont shout every time we meet 
at the church house. Jesus said 
in this Scripture, “If any man 
come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross 
daily, and follow me.” 

So, if we obey that one verse 
there will not be so much shout- 
ing after all. The trouble with 
many people instead of bearing 
the cross they follow the big 
noise. We find one meaning Oi 
cross io be: “Affliction or trial 
as a test of Christian patience 
or virtue; hence, trial; misfor- 
tune.” Did you ever go to church 
with a heavy heart and seemed 
it would almost burst; and you 
would pray and pour out your 
heart and at the same time 
someone who had not been liv- 
ing the life, shouting all the time 
around you? Sure you have, and 
you were made to wonder. But 
listen: The empty wagon makes 
more noise than the one which 
is loaded. 

The crowd that does not take 
up the cross can shout anytime. 
So, don’t ever go to meeting, 
PLEASE, and tell the folks that 
the meeting wasn’t much, just 
because they didn’t shout so 
much, Paul said, “But God for- 
bid that I should giovy, save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the woiid is 
crucified unto me, and I unto 
the world.” (Gal. 6:14.) 

Some folks hollo “fire fire, in- 
spiration, determination,” when 
much of it is “fox fire and exag- 
geration.” But if you will hold 
on to the old cross you will not 
shout so much; but thank God, 


some day you will exchange it 


for a crown, and then you can 
shout. 

If you are in meeting some- 
time with precious and beloved 
ones and your heart aching and 
mourning, it seems, for lost 
souls, and just across the hill 
another crowd is almost shout- 
ing the house down; don't get 
alarmed. But just think of the 
old song: 

“I saw a way-worn traveler 
In tattered garments clec; 
Struggling up the mountain,

hardly speak to others because 
they were not with their crowd; 
and then go to church and make 
more noise than:all the rest of 
the folks. James says, “But if ye 
have envying and strife in your 
hearts, glory not, and lie not 
against the truth.” (Jas, 3:14.) 
Read the remainder. of the 
chapter and you will get the 
rest of the explanation. 

Let us all bear the cross and 
when the glory comes we can 
shout and it will not be vain 
glory. There are times of re- 
freshing from the Lord but they 
are in their due season. And the 
word, season, means: “The suit- 
able, fitting, or natural time or 
occasion; as, the ‘season for 
rest.” Therefore, it means a fit 
time; but some folks take a fit 
before the time. 


“For an angel went down at 
a certain season (fit time) into 
the pool,-and troubled the water: 
whosoever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped 
in was made whole of whatso- 
ever disease he had.” (Jno. 5:4.) 
Looks like the angel would have 
kept the water troubled as there 
were multitudes laying there 
with groans. But it was at a cer- 
tain season that the water was 
troubled, And there are many 
people of today hed they been 
there they would have said the 
water was troubled all the time, 
and would have been jumping in 
just anytime. 

Acts, 3:19, says, “‘Repent ye 
therefore, and be _ converted, 
that your sins may be blotted 
out, when the times of refresh- 
ing shall come from the 
ence of the Lord.” 

So, just remember that if you 
are bearing the cross it does 
not rain EVERY DAY.
